Moreover, in the invention set forth in document 1, the 
interference filter film, after being vapor deposited on a 
focusing light transfer medium, is adhered to a 
transparent plate, but said invention is the same as the 
invention set forth in claim 31 in terms of the feature of 
being laid out on a transparent plate. 

Therefore the inventions set forth in claims 1, 8 to 
10, 12, 13, 28 and 31 lack novelty and do not involve an 
inventive step in the light of document 1. 
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
